That first photograph taken in 1826 by Joseph 
Nicephore Niepce is generally accepted as the very first 
photograph. Waring explained that, not long after that 
first image, rapid interest in the further development of 
photography in both camera equipment and printing 
processes gained momentum. 

But, for Waring, it is the photographer whose eye 
and artistic sensibilities are so significant to our human 
experience. 

Waring shared J.J. Hawes' 1843 photograph 
of Harriet Beecher Stowe, who had yet to write Uncle 
Tom's Cabin. Stowe believed women to be the backbone 
of society, and once commented, "Women are the real 
architects of society." In the photo she is seated as if deep 
in thought, innocent of the firestorm she would create in 
years to come. 

Of the 19*^ century, one where the use of camera 
equipment could be found in nearly every city and town. 
Waring shared works depicting the first use of anesthesia 
in Boston circa 1846, Mathew Brady's photograph of Mary 
Todd Lincoln standing in her full resplendence, and Tim 
Sullivan's Civil War images documenting the horror of 
war. 

Photography was also being used to understand 
a variety of questions, including the physical propulsion 
of the horse. In England, a stable owner wanted to 
grasp more fully how his racing stock moved in order to 
improve their performance. Enter one Edward Muybridge 
who took a series of exposures with a horse running 
with a mounted jockey. These images proved that a horse 
during the mid-phase of running actually had all four 
hooves off the ground tucked towards its chest, when 
before it was believed that a more stiff-legged, one-foot- 
on-the-ground motion was at play. 

But men were not the only people utilizing 
the camera for more then portraiture. In 1863, Julia 
Margaret Cameron, whose career was a brief 11 years, 
used photography to tenderly render mothers with their 
children by using "dreamy soft focus," Waring said, a 
more artistic approach to the medium. 

For one woman who was not a photographer but 
instead the subject. Sojourner Truth, real name Isabella 
Baumfree, photography provided a way of supporting 
herself. She sold photographs bearing her image to 
adoring supporters. 

By the late 1800s, women were fully in the 
photography game. 

There was Gertrude Kasebier who promoted 
photography as a career for women and whose images of

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females, children, and Native Americans influenced the 
art form. 

Dorothea Lange's "The Migrant Mother was 
as famous as the Mona Lisa," Waring said, and as the 
image came to the screen, the audience's collective gasp 
expressed its enduring influence. Waring shared that 
Lange worked for seven years touring the devastated 
American countryside documenting the plight of 
migrants for the US Farm Security Administration. Some 
170,000 photographs are stored in the Library of Congress, 
she said. 

Waring talked about Margaret Burke White 
who worked for Life Magazine, and who took the last 
professional photograph of Gandhi sitting at a spinning 
wheel mere hours before he was assassinated. 

Lee Miller, a former professional model turned 
photographer, became a WWII correspondent. Her gut- 
wrenching pictures of the liberation of Auschwitz still 
shock the senses as they illustrate the extent of man's 
cruelty towards humanity. 

Rounding out the list of female artists. Waring 
discussed Annie Leibovitz whose photography of modern 
day personalities and the rich and famous are universally 
acknowledged for their perfection. 

Photography has become so engrained in our 
everyday experience that we might be tempted to take 
it for granted. But Waring's message throughout her 
presentation was also one of a cautionary note, given that

The visit began that morning with an introduction 
by sophomore Austin DeSousa, who explained the OC 
team's projects and how their creations could now be 
seen, in motion, in a series of demonstration stations set 
up by his classmates. Students of the Vex team, which 
is advised by OC Electronic Engineering Technologies 
Educator Daniel Brush, led the presentation. 

"I used to give the introduction," Brush said. 
"Now, I have students like Austin who can explain the 
work they've been doing and it's even more effective 
because it's coming from a student." 

Once the LEGO robots were unpacked, there was 
plenty of interest among the sixth-graders. The OC team 
of sophomores (two girls and five boys) moved easily 
through the throng, answering questions, handing over 
controllers, and helping the class understand that robots 
don't always function exactly the way they're designed to, 
but that's something they tackle with every project as part 
of the building process. 

Amid the sound of small motors and much 
excitement, each LEGO machine was introduced by one 
or more OC students. Need to solve a Rubik's cube, but 
don't have time to do it yourself? Hand it over to the 
LEGO robot built and programmed by one of Brush's 
teams. DeSousa provided some background. 

"We've been working on it since last year," said 
DeSousa. "Assembly only took a day or two, but we've

The Rubik's cube is placed on a rotating tray 
beneath a stationary arm fitted with color sensors that 
scan each side of the cube as it turns. The robot then 
solves a series of algorithms to determine a solution based 
on the orientation of the colored tiles on the cube and 
initiates the mechanical steps to get it done. 

The team programmed "MindcubSr" by 
customizing open-source software selected from 
programs available on the Internet. 

"We had to make some adjustments and do some 
tweaking to get everything working just right," said Chris 
Lambert, who also worked on the MindcubSr. 

The group is using EV3, one of the newest

versions of Mindstorms LEGO robot-building component 
series. The boys working on MindcubSr would like to 
continue studying engineering. Jared Boren is interested 
in music engineering / production. 

Leandra Stroud-Jackson programmed her 
wheeled robot to navigate a course using a carefully 
planned series of turns. 

'Tt's a program that counts and measures as it 
moves," said Stroud-Jackson. "Right now, I only have 
between 410 and 420 degrees of rotation on the outside 
wheel to initiate a ninety-degree turn, so I think ITl need 
to do a little more work to get it just right." 

Leandra recently transferred to OC and is happy 
to be working with Brush's team. She is obviously having 
fun (her robot's name is "TooSaucy"), but her sights are 
seriously set on a degree in Criminal Justice (she's already 
chosen Dean College) and, eventually, the FBI. 

Isabella Mauradian's robot "Rebel" attracted a 
crowd as sixth graders moved black-colored cards around 
the floor and watched the LEGO device roll, stop, and 
change direction as Rebel's sensors responded. 

"My robot uses a program which recognizes 
color," said Mauradian. "It is calibrated to recognize 
black. I also had to program the timer block." 

Mauradian has been learning engineering in 
Brush's class since she was a freshman and is very happy 
to have Stroud-Jackson as a classmate. 

"Leandra just started with us, but she caught on 
really fast!" said Mauradian, who has big plans of her 
own. "What's the newest invention? I can make that!" She 
continued, "I want to make stuff - to fix stuff! I would like 
to study electronics and engineering and just see where it 
takes me." 

"Technology is just so rapidly evolving," said 
Stroud-Jackson." She makes another point which is clearly 
appealing to these pragmatic kids: "Women are NEEDED 
in this field and they can make a lot of money!"

Police Engaged in Mattapoisett Manhunt 

On the evening of October 30 the Mattapoisett 
Police were searching to the area of Acushnet Road and 
Crystal Springs Road in Mattapoisett for a suspect who 
was possibly armed. 

The State Police Air Wing, SWAT team, and a State Police 
helicopter joined the search as police tried to locate the 
person. 

Residents in the vicinity received a reverse 911 
call around 8:30 pm warning residents to remain inside 
with the doors locked as a man with a gun was reported 
in the area. 

Acushnet Road was closed for several hours 
during the search. 

The Mattapoisett Police Department issued this 
information: 

At approximately 6:05pm (on October 30) the 
Mattapoisett Police Department was notified of an assault that 
occurred in town. The male party involved in the assault made 
statements threatening to harm himself and others including 
the police. The male suspect did have access to a firearm and 
reportedly left his home and went into the wooded area around 
his home. 

The Southeastern Massachusetts Law Enforcement 
Council (SEMLEC) SWAT team was activated to assist in the 
search for the male suspect. The Massachussetts State Police 
Air wing was also notified and responded to assist in the search. 

A reverse 911 notification was made to residents in the 
area requesting that they shelter in place and notify the police of 
any suspicious activity. 

At just after 11pm the police had the suspect in 

custody. 
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Property Values Up, Tax Rate Down 

Rochester Board of Selectmen

When property values go up, the tax rate goes 
down. That's how it works, said Rochester Principal 
Assessor Chuck Shea on October 26 during the annual 
classification hearing with the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen. 

Shea ran down the numbers as well as the Board 
of Assessors' recommendation to continue with a single 
tax rate instead of a split tax rate that would shift some of 
the financial burden off of residents and onto commercial 
and industrial businesses. 

"In the Town of Rochester we have so few 
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commercial and industrial properties," said Shea. 

About 86% of the town is residential, with the 
remaining 14% commercial and industrial. 

And, although there are a good number of solar 
farms operating in Rochester, they are tax-exempt as far as 
the value of the solar arrays. Only the value of the land can 
be assessed and taxed. 

Residential property values increased this year 
by 4.68%, with last year's average single-family home 
assessed at $366,755 up to $384,200 this year. The tax bill 
for the average home last year was about $5,174.19 with a 
tax rate of $14.11 per $1,000 in property value. This year, 
the average single-family home tax bill will be around 
$5,378.08 at a rate of $14, a difference of $203.89. 

According to Shea, the cumulative assessed 
value of all real estate in Rochester, including commercial 
and industrial property and personal property, totals 
$949,388,800, an increase of about $4,035,000 from last year. 

"We expect our levy to be approximately 
$13,300,000," Shea told the board, up from $12,842,000 last 
year. 

Before approving the new tax rate, selectmen 
weighed the pros and cons of a split tax rate, which could 
have varied starting on the lower end at a 5% shift - 
$13.89 for residential and $14.70 for commercial - all the 
way up to a 50% shift - $12.86 for residential and $21 for 
commercial. 

Shea said that agricultural properties are valued 
as commercial properties, and if the rate is increased via a 
split tax rate, it shifts the burden onto people like cranberry 
growers and hay field farmers. 

Both the Selectmen Chairman Greenwood 
"Woody" Hartley and Selectman Brad Morse are cranberry 
growers. 

"It seems unfair because we don't have a lot 
of businesses in town and it seems unfair to shift it to 
agriculture and they don't really use the services that we 
provide," said Selectman Paul Ciaburri. "And seeing as 
how we have a hard time attracting business and keeping 
business in town, why would we want to alienate them 
even more? It just seems like it's unfair that we always pick 
on business." 
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Of interest. Shea said smaller homes on smaller 
lots in Rochester have increased more in value than larger 
homes on larger lots. He also said that, if the Town was 
allowed to include tax-exempt commercial property 
such as solar into the total property valuation this year, it 
would top $1 billion for the first time. 

''Marion and Mattapoisett have already reached 
that point," said Shea. 

In other matters, the selectmen voted to accept 
the Fall Special Town Meeting Warrant and post it. They 
voted that day to recommend Articles 4 and 9, adoption of 
the Stretch Code General Bylaw, and a bylaw amendment 
to exempt motor boats on town ponds for the purpose of 
scientific or environmental study purposes, respectively. 

The next regular meeting of the Rochester Board 
of Selectmen is scheduled for November 5 at 6:00 pm at 
the Rochester Town Hall. 

Marion Submits Green Communities 
Application

The Marion Board of Selectmen held a special 
meeting on Thursday, October 25, to review a new Fuel 
Efficient Vehicle Policy and a new Energy Reduction 
Plan and sign them both just in time for the October 26 
deadline to submit the Town's application for status as a 
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Green Community. 

''These last two documents are the last two 
criteria that we need to approve in order to have our 
application considered for a Green Community status 
in the State of Massachusetts," said Marion Energy 
Management member Jennifer Francis. "They're both 
guidelines, really. One says that we will purchase energy 
efficient vehicles when the time comes to replace [other 
municipal] vehicles," Francis said, although emergency 
response vehicles such as police cruisers, ambulances, 
and fire apparatuses are exempt from these fuel-efficiency 
requirements as a matter of public safety. 

Town Planner Gil Hilario said he met with the 
police and fire chiefs last week and, although fuel-efficient 
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full wall of custom designed cubbies to maximize storage and 
function. The second floor boasts 3 spacious bedrooms, two 
with a shared bath and the 3rd with its own 1 / 2 bath. There 
is a fully finished 780 + /- sq. ft. basement, large multilevel 
deck, enclosed outdoor shower, new roof, new heating and 
cooling system, as well as an attached two car garage. Set 
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walking distance to Silvershell Beach and village amenities. A 
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emergency response vehicles are not yet available, both 
chiefs would commit to acquiring them in the future 
should they become available. 

At this time, Francis said, there are only four 
vehicles the Town owns that would fall under the fuel 
efficiency plan. 

"It won't be hard ... to find vehicles to meet the 
requirements to satisfy the document," said Francis. 

"I think there's been strong support for it at Town 
Meeting and, I think, the drive that's brought us here 
today," said Hilario. 

Fall Special Town Meeting voters on October 22 
approved an article for up to $55,000 to purchase the four 
electric vehicles the Town currently leases. The leases 
and the accompanying electric car charging stations were 
originally made possible by grant funding. 

The Energy Reduction Plan the selectmen signed 
that day follows an energy reduction audit town facilities 
underwent, which looked at the various buildings' 
insulation, lighting, power usage, and heating and air 
cooling systems, among other things. Sippican School is 
by far the largest consumer of energy in the town, as are 
the schools in most other municipalities, which Green 
Communities Coordinator for the Southeast Region Seth 
Pickering pointed out is usually around 65-75% of the 
municipality's energy consumption. 

"In a town like this where we include the school 
in the baseline, the numbers are going to probably be very 
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similar, that's usually how it trends," Pickering said. 

With both documents signed, Pickering said 
the application would be electronically submitted the 
following day to the Southeast Regional Planning & 
Economic Development District and then forwarded to 
Department of Energy Resources for a preliminary review, 
checking for accuracy, and then contacting the Town 
should any further information need adjusting. 

"Everybody's application should be in good 
shape for the final review in a few weeks," said Pickering, 
giving a thumbs-up. 

The board as well as the others seated amongst 
them gave a round of applause for all the efforts put forth 
on the Green Communities front, along with a "Nice 
job, Gil!" from Selectman Randy Parker to Hilario and a 
special thanks to Francis. 

"We have a great committee and we have a lot 
of good discussions and we're always working on good 
stuff," said Francis. 

If Marion is approved as a Green Community, 
the town and another 30 municipalities applying for 
the status this year would tentatively join the other 210 
Massachusetts Green Community municipalities. 

The next regular meeting of the Marion Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for November 6 at 7:00 pm at the 
Marion Town House. 

Grant Could Link Bike Path with $8.5 Million 
Industrial Drive Project 

Mattapoisett Finance Committee

On October 25, Bonne DeSousa and Robin 
Lepore of the Friends of the Mattapoisett Bike Path, along 
with Highway Surveyor Barry Denham, met with the 
Mattapoisett Finance Committee seeking support for a 
federal BUILD Transportation Program grant application. 

The U.S. Department of Transportation (DOT) 
announced earlier in the year that $1.5 billion in 
discretionary funding was available to cities and towns 
for investments in surface transportation infrastructure 
that the DOT will award on a competitive basis for 
projects that will have a "significant local or regional 
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impact," such as roads, bridges, transit, rail, ports, or 
intermodal transportation. 

Originally, DeSousa and Lepore et al. were 
attempting to raise sufficient private funding to improve 
Industrial Drive where it would connect to the bike path 
planned by Marion. Unable to achieve that goal, the 
group discovered what they believe is a better solution 
for a much larger project - bringing roadway, drainage, 
sewer, and bike path improvements to Industrial Drive. 

The group outlined the many steps involved in 
seeking the federal monies, one that carries an estimated 
price tag of $8.5 million. One of the top criteria is that the 
project be "shovel ready" before the grants are awarded. 
The grant award criteria also includes furnishing proof of 
economic development potential, location in a rural area, 
and that the project would provide connectivity. 

According to DeSousa, projects such as 
alternative transportation were highly favorable for the 
BUILD grant, which has altered the project - originally 
focused on simply connecting the recreational dots - into 
a much larger project that also includes the potential for 
making the industrial zone attractive to future investors. 

"The pavement there is over 40 years old, [and] 
the road needs to be replaced," said Denham. He added 
that there is currently no working drainage system along 
the drive, but, with grant money, the road, the drainage, 
the sewer systems, and the bike path could all be done. 

However, the clock is ticking. 

With a December 18 deadline for submitting 
grant proposals, DeSousa and Lepore explained what was 
needed from the Fall Special Town Meeting. 

Included in their presentation was a slide 
listing monetary commitments the town would have 
to assume: $18,000 for a cost benefit analysis, $20,000 
towards municipal project management, $75,000 towards 
a preliminary design, $40,000 for an existing conditions 
survey, and a Natural Heritage Endangered Species 
Assessment for $10,000. 

There were other costs listed on a slide titled 
"How Will It Be Paid For?" that noted another $400,000 
for design, permitting, and project management expended 
between 2018 and 2019. The grant award, should that 
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come to pass, would be awarded between 2020 and 2021. 

''All of these things have to get done at some point 
in time," said Denham. In this fashion, he said, "Everything 
could be done at one time." 

Currently, the Industrial Drive business area is 
serviced by private septic systems. If those properties could 
be connected to the public sewer system, land used as 
leaching fields could be cleaned-up and developed for new 
parcels that could be attractive to prospective buyers, the 
group concluded. 

Town Administrator Michael Gagne said, "Federal 
programs are very specific, you have to be ready for the 
award date. Your development survey, 10-percent submittal 
review, wetlands, engendered species, the OPM all have to 
be done and everything ready With a December 18 deadline, 
we've got to get going." 

There was further discussion regarding the potential 
of the massive construction project should the grant 
application fail. DeSousa said that there were other grant 
options, but that those too would require a similar level of 
financial commitment by the community in order to get 
"another bite at the apple." 

DeSousa expounded upon the economic benefit of 
having a vital industrial zone that could create new jobs for 
the area while providing alternative transportation options. 

"You could attract some high-end investors," said 
Gagne. "This is a strong potential." 

Denham reiterated, "It's all stuff we're going to 
have to do over time anyway ... It's never going to be less 
expensive than it is now." 

When asked about the bike path connection between 
Depot Street and North Street, known as Phase 2, Gagne 
said that there were easement and wetlands issues yet to be 
explored. DeSousa said it would take some time before the 
Town would be ready to work on that piece. 

DeSousa and Lepore thanked the Finance 
Committee members for their time and asked for their 
support at Town Meeting. 

Earlier in the evening, Denham met with the 
FinCom to discuss the purchase of sidewalk snow clearing 
equipment. Gagne reminded the members that five years 
ago, there had been a citizen's petition for the acquisition of 
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sidewalk snow removal equipment, but that had not been 
funded. Now Denham presented equipment that could be 
used year-round for various tasks such as mowing. 

"'Last year we looked at the issue again," Gagne 
said, adding that, while not all sidewalks could be plowed 
given width and location, some of the more critical 
locations could benefit from the new sidewalk plow. He 
specifically noted the intersection of Main Street and 
Route 6, and some sections such as the library and Center 
School where the Council on Aging is located. 

Denham said the cost estimate was $85,000- 

$125,00. 

Both Gagne and Denham said that Route 6 
sidewalks are very difficult to maintain, and that the state 
had no obligation to keep them clean. There were no easy 
answers forthcoming on how best to keep residents safe 
when using those sidewalks in winter. 

FinCom Chairman Pat Donough said, "Tve lived 
[in] a lot of places, but Mattapoisett is the only place that 
doesn't require property owners to keep the sidewalk 
clear in front of their homes." Denham confirmed her 
statement. 

Gagne sharpened the point that... "only certain 
areas would be cleared: the bank, the post office, the 
CO A." He told the committee that the request would 
be sent back to the Capital Planning Committee for 
consideration and ranking before returning to them. 

Also during the meeting, Henri Renauld, 



superintendent of the Water & Sewer Department, 
discussed the Coastal Zone grant the Town received for 
the planned repair and improvements to the Pico Beach 
water and sewer system. He noted that, between grant 
money and retiring debt, no rate increase was imposed 
on property owners. Renauld provided a spreadsheet 
that listed grant money at $498,750, borrowing in the 
sum of $250,000, along with other funding sources such 
as leftover funding from other water and sewer projects, 
to pay for the barrier beach project. Renauld asked for 
FinCom support at Town Meeting. 

Before the meeting began, Gagne introduced 
Town Accountant Heidi Chuckran. He said he and 
the Board of Selectmen have been discussing Gagne's

eventual retirement that he noted might be as early as 
July 2019. Moving forward, Chuckran would be attending 
FinCom meetings, Gagne said. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Finance 
Committee is scheduled for November 1 at 6:30 pm in the 
Mattapoisett Library conference room on the first floor. 

ConCom Clarifies Role in 
Non-Jurisdictional Bylaws 

Marion Conservation Commission

The Marion Conservation Commission gave itself 
extra time Wednesday night to meet with town counsel to 


discuss its obligations regarding bylaws and permits not 
under their direct jurisdiction. 

Town Counsel Barbara Huggins Carboni met 
with the commission on October 24 to flesh out the 
regulations guiding the commission's decisions when 
contemplating applications lacking permits from other 
town departments. 

"The short answer is [the commission] doesn't 
have a roving authority," said Carboni. She cautioned 
the commission to be "mindful," however, of the status 
of other town permits the applicant may be required to 
pursue. 

Carboni stated that the commission is not making 
a "substantive" decision about whether a bylaw applies, 
but that a determination needs to be made by another 
department. She further clarified that the regulations 
state that a permit must be either applied for or obtained. 
However, she noted that upon receipt of an opinion from 
the department having jurisdiction over the permit in 
question, the commission must accept that department's 
ruling. 

Carboni suggested the regulations are in place 
because the commission has such a small window 
within which they must make their decisions. Often 
the information from other permitting entities may 
not be available within that timeframe, and, therefore, 
the commission must have the ability to deny without 
prejudice an application for lack of information. It is 
within the discretion of the commission, acting in good 
faith, if it feels a bylaw applies and that permit has not 
been applied for or obtained, to deny the project. 

When asked who has the burden to inform 
applicants about the possible applicability of permits, 
Carboni suggested that applicants should, ideally, have 
good professional advice. Otherwise the regulations 
assume there is awareness on the part of the commission 
as to what other permits are required. Carboni concluded, 
"Some board has to decide first." 

Later in the meeting the commission met with 
Mark Ross, of 195c Converse Road, whose project was 
the impetus behind the meeting with Carboni. The 
commission discussed at length how to handle the 
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question of Ross not having any other permits in hand 
concurrent with the Notice of Intent application, even 
after the public hearing was closed on October 10. 

Ross agreed to waive the 21-day deadline for 
the commission's decision, and will request re-opening 
the public hearing at the commission's next meeting on 
November 14. This will allow the commission to hear new 
information from town departments regarding the other 
permits required for the project. 

In regular business, the commission heard a 
Request for Determination of Applicability from David 
Davignon on behalf of the ZPT Energy Solutions solar 
farm at 178 Wareham Road. 

Davignon provided revised plans that showed 
a possible Isolated Land Subject to Flooding wetland 
located outside the area of work on the property. 

Members of the commission had visited the site, and in 
reporting their findings. Vice Chairman Shaun Walsh 
exclaimed with enthusiasm, "[We noticed] two natural 
springs with water bubbling out of the ground!" 

While Davignon acknowledged natural springs 
are rare in the area, he maintained that the wetland area 
was non-jurisdictional. The threshold for an isolated 
wetland to be protected by the Wetland Protection 
Act, a volume of a quarter-foot of water would need to 
be established. The commission agreed this was very 
unlikely. 

Davignon had not done topographic 


measurements in the wetland for the volume calculations, 
but reminded the commission no work is contemplated 
near the wetland and it would have no buffer zone in any 
case. The commission issued a Negative determination. 

The commission issued a Negative determination 
for Camilla Mathew, Trustee at 20 Cottage Lane, to 
construct a new 34.5-foot by 25-foot three-bay garage and 
improve an existing driveway. 

Jonathan Tracy received a Negative determination 
for the removal of three trees within a buffer zone, with 
the condition the stumps are left in place. 

The Town of Marion received a Negative 
determination for the mechanical clearing of a 15-foot 
wide by 60-foot long recreational shellfishing access path 
on a paper street known as Holmes Road. 

Stevie Carvalho of Farland Corp, representing 
Diana Cress, received a Negative determination for the 
razing and rebuilding of a single-family dwelling at 114 
Point Road

MCAS Rating System Adds Accountability 

Old Rochester Regional School Committee

The Old Rochester Regional School Committee on 
October 24 got familiar with the state's new accountability 
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measures for the next generation MCAS, with Assistant 
Superintendent Dr. Elise Frangos explaining the 
Department of Education's (DOE) shift in focus on 
accountability and progress versus performance scores. 

The DOE has added a number of new criterion- 
referenced components that, in addition to test scores, 
contribute to the overall score the state gives to each 
school district. The new accountability measures aim to 
track accountability percentiles and progress towards 
targets by providing information about, not only school 
performance, but also on what Frangos referred to as 
"student opportunities beyond test scores." 

"And the focus now is on raising the performance 
of each school's lowest performing students," Frangos 
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said. 

In the past, the district focus was on specific 
subgroups such as high needs, students with disabilities, 
and other demographics broken down from the overall 
student scores. 

"Right now the focus is, how do we bring the 
lowest performing students up regardless of what 
subgroup they belong to, so that is a distinct shift with the 
new system," said Frangos. 

The state has discontinued rating schools by levels 
1-5, and instead is now classifying schools by district 
level data and not comparing the school to others. The 
measures still prioritize student growth, Frangos said, but 
new accountability components include data that reflects 
chronic absenteeism and high school graduation rates, as 
well as English language learners (ELL), which currently 
does not apply to ORR with so few in the district. 

As for absenteeism, "If a student is not present 
in school ... we cannot teach them and he or she cannot 
learn," said Frangos. The state is now looking at the 
percentage of students who are chronically absent, 
missing 10% or more school days during the school year. 
"That puts us at an unfortunate rating by the Department 
of Education," stated Frangos. 

"It does not matter if it is an excused or an 
unexcused absence," said junior high school Principal 
Kevin Brogioli. "From the school level, you can have 
a medical reason to be out for two months and be 
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legitimately excused from us, but it doesn't change the 
state's view of things." 

That means family vacations, family engagements 
- "Those all count against the school." 

Frangos reviewed the weight of each indicator 
that all factor into the final rating for a district like 
ORR without ELL students - performance on math, 

ELA, and science count 47.5% towards the school as a 
whole, while student growth weighs in at 22.5%. High 
school completion makes up 20% of the rating, and 
the "additional factors" category that includes chronic 
absenteeism and the total number of students completing 
advanced coursework makes up another 10%. 

At the elementary and junior high school level. 
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Frangos pointed out, "Fligh chronic absenteeism can drag 
down our performance." 

As the ORR School District digests this new data 
and accountability system, Frangos said, "We are going to 
be focusing on, first of all, who are our lowest performers 
and how do we raise their achievements...? How do we 
help them any way possible?" 

Superintendent Dr. Doug White wanted the 
school committee to understand that the district was not 
aware of the new accountability system until August of 
this year, well after students completed the MCAS before 
summer break. 

"It did give us some pause because we didn't 
quite know about these criteria for these measures," said 
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white. 

Overall at the junior high, the school earned a 
40% for the criterion-referenced target percentage; in other 
words, the junior high did not quite meet that desired 50% 
mark indicating a school is meeting its targets, rather it 
scored just under in the ''partially meeting expectations" 
rating. Extrapolating the results shows where the school 
fell short in specific areas such as performance in ELA for 
all students, which earned 0 out of 4 possible points, an 
indication that growth targets were not met, although the 
lowest 25% of performers earned a 2 out of 4, showing no 
growth (same as last year) performance improvement. In 
math, both groups earned a 2 out of 4, and all students 
in science earned a 2 out of 4. In the area of growth, all 
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students and the lowest 25% scored 2 and 3 out of 4, 
respectively, in both the ELA and math subjects. When it 
came to absenteeism, however, all students earned 0/4 
and the lowest performing 25% received 1/4. 

The high school was given a 48% overall rating, 
just under the 50% meeting expectations rating. ELA 
performance was at 4 / 4 and 1/4 for all students and the 
25% lowest performers, respectively, and in math, the 
scores were 1/4 and 0/4. Science was 1/4 and 4/4. In 
growth, the high school in ELA got 2/4 and 1 / 4, in math 
2/4 and 2/4, and a 3 / 4 for graduation rate. For chronic 
absenteeism, the school scored 4/4 for all students, and 
0/4 for the lowest 25% performing students. 

"So we received partially meeting targets for both 
high school and junior high," said Frangos. 

White broke down the meaning of the numbers 
0-4: a 0 or 1 means a drop in performance or growth, a 
2 means no change, a 3 is meeting the target, and a 4 is 
exceeding the target. 

"What is the key here?" said high school Principal 
Mike Devoll. "My takeaway is attendance." And as 
Frangos later pointed out, whether the absences are 
excused or not excused, "There's no negotiating it: there's 
no way around it." 

In concluding, Frangos offered, "I think these 
tests give us sort of a dipstick - a pulse on how we can 
help kids. ... We need to really make sure that our kids get 
the skills that they need for a 21®* century world, but also 
notice and recognize ... their capacity to learn and push 
themselves." 

Also during the meeting, the committee revisited 
the topic of appropriating stipends to the elected members 
of the ORR School Committee, but in the end during a 
5-3 vote, the committee opposed the motion to bring the 
topic forward to the committee's budget subcommittee 
for consideration, choosing to not pursue a stipend for 
themselves. 

The next meeting of the Old Rochester Regional 
School Committee is scheduled for December 5 at 6:30 pm 
in the junior high school media room.

8 Bishop Stang was far from a cakewalk in the opening 
round matchup. 

Bishop Stang's dynamic quarterback, Justin 
Lopes, threw for two touchdowns and 255 on 16 for 30 
passing. Fie also rushed for a touchdown and 51 yards, 
nearly willing the Spartans past the Bulldogs in the fourth 
quarter. 

ORR held true, shutting down Bishop Stang on 
both two-point conversion attempts. 

"A win is a win, but we have to clean up a lot," 
linebacker Dylan DeWolfe said. "We have to be a little 
tougher when it comes to passes. We have to jam more 
and get to our zones more." 

Offensively, ORR once again relied on the ground, 
scoring three of its four touchdowns via the rush. Jackson 
Cote scored one of the Bulldogs' touchdowns, running 
for 159 yards on 29 carries. Desmond Dias also scored 
once while running for 98 yards on 15 carries, and Cole 
McIntyre also finished with a touchdown and 52 yards 
on seven carries. McIntyre also threw for a touchdown, 
finding Bryce Afonso for an 11-yard score. 

The one problem for the Bulldogs in the matchup 
(and maybe what kept things so tight): they turned the 
ball over four times (three fumbles and an interception). 
It's something ORR fully acknowledges it cannot do going 
into the next round of the tournament. 

"Bottom line, if we protect the ball, we should be 
able to have a larger margin of victory," ORR coach Justin 
Kogler said. "I told them after the game, if we fumble, 
we're going to go home next week. We almost went home 
tonight. We can't afford to lose the ball. We're a possession 
team. We grind it out." 

The Bulldogs (8-0) are looking to grind out 
another win to keep their postseason run alive. They'll put 
their undefeated record to the test on Friday when they 
host No.4 Dedham (7-1) in a rematch of 2017's first round 
game between the two, where Old Rochester won 34-21. 
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ORR girls soccer locked up the South Coast 
Conference title with a 3-0 shutout victory over SCC Small 
champion Seekonk. Jillian Kutash scored in the first 
half what would be the Bulldogs' game-winner. Rachel 
Fantoni and Mary Butler would both score later, as well. 
Kinsley Dickerson saved all four of the Warriors' shots 
on net in the shutout. 

Following an 8-4 win over New Bedford, ORR 
finished the season 15-2 after sweeping the entire SCC 
14-0 and is gearing up for postseason play. 

Old Colony 

After suffering a loss at the hands of Upper 
Cape to finish the regular season. Old Colony was slated 
against the Rams again, this time in the first round of the 
MIAADiv. 8 South Sectional tournament, losing 17-7. 

The 17 points were the most the Cougars 
allowed all season, but far from an insurmountable 
score to surpass. Old Colony simply could not maintain 
momentum on drives, despite having big plays 
throughout. 

Phil Proctor finished with 40 yards on the ground 
and scored Old Colony's lone touchdown on an 11-yard 
run. Mitchell Wilson finished with 23 yards, Kyle Scholz 
with 22, and Matt Bumpus with 18 as Old Colony spread 
the ball out much more against the Rams. 

Old Colony (4-4) will now play a non-playoff 
football schedule at host Atlantis Charter next.

To the Editor: 

In a recent Southcoast publication, Keith Hovan 
(President & CEO of Southcoast Health) has made an 
impassioned case against Question 1 which sets safe limits 
on how many patients a nurse can care for. 

Mr. Hovan, speaking as a NURSE and CEO, states 
'This initiative is estimated to add $38 million annually to 
our already burdened budget and require the hiring 255 
additional nurses at Southcoast hospitals." 

Ironically, Mr. Hovan's leadership has overseen a 
colossal operating loss of that very amount in 2017—$38 
million. While other hospitals in the state are posting 
profits, Southcoast's bond rating has been downgraded 
from A3 to Baal by Moody's Investors Service and 
witnessed a biblical exodus of talented, dedicated 
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physicians and nurses. 

As an anesthesiologist at Southcoast for 20 years, 
I had the pleasure of working with many nurses in 
obstetrics, ORs, recovery rooms, and med / surgical floors. 
Nurses often complained to me about limited staffing, 
mandated overtime, and staying post-call after being up 
all night doing emergency cases. This understaffing has 
resulted in the loss of experienced nurses at our hospitals. 

Mr. Ho van's claims that this bill will require 
the hiring of 255 additional nurses is, in and of itself, 
an admission that the system understaffs nurses. In 
Massachusetts last year there were over 2000 formal 
complaints about staffing levels and over 70% of nurses 
believe they are understaffed. 
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Studies have shown that tired, overworked 
nurses are less effective, decrease quality of care, increase 
medication errors, and result in longer hospitalizations. 

While not perfect, this bill will set up guardrails 
for safe nursing ratios. It is unfortunate that collective 
bargaining with hospital administrators has failed and 
this issue has become a ballot question, one which the 
same administrators have spent over $17 million dollars 
to defeat.

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Halloween, Starring Jamie Lee Curtis and Judy Greer. 
Directed by David Gordon Green. Running time: 106 
minutes.

Funny how the new Halloween seems to unfold 
in a present trapped in the past. Old Haddonfield, the 
site of the original 1978 Halloween's horrors, looks pretty 
much the same now as then. The movie's lead character, 
Laurie Strode (Jamie Lee Curtis), looks plausibly like 
a woman the original film's Laurie would have grown 
to become in forty years. (This wasn't true of Laurie's 
appearance in 1998's Halloween: H20, where she rocked 
a tres '90s pixie cut.) Laurie is so haunted by her past 
she's destroyed any relationships she's had, including 
with her grown daughter Karen (Judy Greer), although 
her granddaughter Allyson (Audi Matichak) keeps in 
tentative touch with Laurie. 

Funny, too, how I should lead with this stuff 
about the past and family and not, say, how scary the new 
Halloween is. That's because it isn't, particularly, but in 
this case that's not necessarily a demerit (it does pack a 
few good wallops for those who came for a horror movie). 
Halloween 2018 is a far different animal than Halloween 
1978 — not better, not worse, but different. At times, the 
sad sight of the gray-haired Laurie wielding a shotgun 
in readiness for the violence she can never escape makes 
this feel very weirdly like a slasher version of Unforgiven. 
In writing the first Halloween, John Carpenter and Debra 
Hill didn't put anything under the hood except what was 
needed to make the thing go. (And it went like a rocket.) 
This one seems to have all kinds of stuff under the hood. 
And that may be partly because something like this, a 
forty-years-later sequel that's in tight continuity with 
the original while denying any other sequels happened, 
hasn't quite been done before. It's unique and strange — 
certainly the oddest duck to top $125 million at the box 
office in ten days. 

While being transferred from one facility to 
another, the franchise's Boogeyman, Michael Myers, 
causes the asylum bus to crash, and he escapes. Laurie has 
been waiting for this to happen — longing for it. In the 
new canon, Laurie is no longer Michael's estranged sister 
(as was revealed in 1981's now-nonexistent Halloween 11). 
She was just a high-school girl who happened to catch 
Michael's notice. Maybe she reminded him of the sister, 
Judith, he'd killed as a boy. The new Halloween doesn't 
assume or require any knowledge outside of the first 
film; you don't need to have seen Halloween 4 or 5 or 
Halloween: Resurrection (all equally consigned to canonical 



oblivion now, and good 
riddance) to understand 
this film. I wonder 
if you even need to 
have seen the first film 
(although of course you 
should), because its 
story is such a part of the shared American cultural fabric 
by now. Carpenter's film may have become one of those 
touchstones everyone knows the story of even if they 
haven't seen them, a foggily remembered Grimm fairy 
tale. 

And what about the new characters? There's a 
"new Dr. Loomis" who demonstrates what can happen 
if you become obsessed with one patient without having 
Loomis's rock-solid morality. (I guess that's why he's 
there. His character is more intriguing to think about later 
than to watch.) There's Laurie's family, three generations 
of strong, smart women trying to pull violence out of their 
DNA by the roots. Aside from a hilarious young actor 
named Jibrail Nantambu as a kid being babysat by one 
of Allyson's friends, Jamie Lee Curtis owns the movie. 

She doesn't make the mistake of playing a PTSD sufferer 
realistically; she gives Laurie a rigid righteousness that 
comes from years of dealing with having been singled out 
by the Boogeyman for no reason that makes sense to her. 
She thinks the shadows are full of predators and ghouls, 
and in this case — and not just about Michael — she's 
right. 

The director / cowriter here is David Gordon 
Green, who has had one of the more peripatetic careers 
in recent cinema — he started off eighteen years ago as a 
Terrence Malick acolyte with George Washington, has done 
various dramas (Joe) and thrillers (Undertow) and stoner 
comedies (Pineapple Express) and biopics (Stronger, Our 
Brand Is Crisis). Now this. Green, who wrote the script 
with Danny McBride and Jeff Fradley, has been circling 
the idea of bell-bottom-horror remakes for a while; he 
almost made the current Suspiria redo. Green's Halloween 
(some idiot will probably nickname this Hallogreen the 
way Rob Zombie's two entries are known in derisive 
quarters as Zombieween) comes off as one fine director's 
tip of the hat — of respect, of appreciation — to another. 
The images have an autumnal fullness and richness that 
recall Dean Cundey's cinematography on Halloween '78, 
though the editing here is much antsier, the compositions 
more jumpy. I felt that this is what the miserable Laurie's 
Halloween would look like forty years on. It's full of 
betrayal (even Allyson gets cheated on and then almost 
macked on by a drunk guy friend) and men who go off 
and die stupidly while the womenfolk hole up with their 
guns; it's full of bashing violence. It all expresses Laurie's 
worldview of death-filled shadows, but those shadows 
can be lit up, and the evil inside them turned to ashes — 
by women.

The peaceful and democratic society we enjoy 
was created by the efforts and sacrifices of generations 
of Americans who have put their lives on the line in 
the cause of peace and freedom around the world. 
Remembering and learning all that Veterans have 
sacrificed helps us better understand our nation's history 
and its future.
